Quantities of the ſaid Goods to the Plantations: 
That all our Importations, from France in par- 
ticular, which form a conſiderable Article in 
every Bill Entry, are paid for, either in ready 
Money or Mol: That the Running of the laſt, 


a Practice which has been ſo long complained 


of, and which ſtill continues to be connived at, 
is alone ſufficient to beggar half the Kingdom: 
That many valuable Branches of Traffic have 
ſunk under the Weight ot Monopolies: That 
the Plantations, which are become almoſt the 
the Support of our Navigation, are given for 
a Prey into the Hands of one Man, who divides 
and Spoil, according to his own good Pleaſure : 
And that the Intereit of theſe ineſtimable Ap- 
pendages is ſo far from being encouraged, that 
it ſeems to be ſcarce known; or, if known, to 
be totally neglected, or purpoſely diſcounte- 
nanced and impugned.

Towns that 
ſwarmed with uſeful Mechanics, are now 
d with Beggars. In the Cloathing Coun» 
tries of the Weſt, only, no leſs that twenty 
Thoufand, according to the beſt Computation, 
are either already, or ſoon will be out of Em · 
loy; with ſcarce a poſſibility of Relief: The 
orkhouſes, over · flowing, the Pariſſ- Rates, 

a mounting from ſeven to ten Shillings in the 
Pound, and both Generoſity and Charity weas 
ried out ; nay, Ability itſelf exhauſted. 
*Tis obvious to Common Senſe, that when 
the Merchant encounters ſach Difficultics, and 
the Manufacturer groans under ſuch Diſtteſſes, 
the Shopkeeper muſt ſhare 1n the general Cala- 
mity : Accordingly it appears from the moſt 
eurious Enquiries, and moſt exact Information, 
that thoſe in the Country have neither De- 
mands on their Stock, not can call in their 
Caſh; of Courſe are obliged to ſtretch their 
own Credit with, and put a ſtop to all farther 
Orders on thoſe in Town, ==——— Hence a ge- 
neral Stagnaticn both of Buſineſs and Money 
begins to be felt and complained of even int 
this Capital. Hence many Perſons are endea- 
vouring to draw their Effects out of a ſinking 
Veſſel. Hence ſome Rents fall, others are 
ill-paid, and whole Streets ſeem to be on the 

Verge of becoming deſtitute of Inhabitants. 

This naturally leads us to our own Caſe ;. 
which needs but little Explanation, and is the 
ſame with that of moſt Landlords in England.

The asking and beſtowing Millions annually, 
and the Conſideration of an immenſe, national 
Debt, were now become ſo familiar to us, that 
we were ſcarce terrified when it appeared, in 
the Year 1716, that the latter amounted to no 
leſs than 5 1,000,000. all Items included. 
The Rebellion being happily defeated, a 
profound Tranquility enſued, and it was na- 
tutal to ſuppoſe, that even Pretences would.

Ot the ſaid great and mighty Nation's being 
made the Packhorſe, Poſthorſe, Sumpterhorſe, 
of a remote, tributary P—ce; and bridled, 
addled, whipped, ſpurred, and loaded at the 
iſcretion of the Rider: Though diſdain,n 
the Drudgery, though aſhamed of the Dif 
grace, and though, by expreſs Stipulation, as 
befare obſerved, exemp:ied from all Suit and 
Service whatever. And laſtly, of ove Man, 
who has made himſelf the infernal Inſtrumeor 
of rendering his Mother Country this hackney'd 
Beaſt of Burden, to obtain Impunity for his 
own unparalled Tranſgreſſions. 

I ſay, Gentlemen, you will perhaps put me 
in Mind of theſe and many more affecting 
Particulars, all fo pernicious to the Common 
Wezl, as ſearce to admit of Aggravation, in 

order 
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order to convince me that the evil Day is al3 
ready come, and that our immediate Buſineſs 
is not ſo much to prevent as to deliver; 
Would to God I had Authority from Truth 
and Fac to think otherwiſe ! Would to God 
the all-afl: ting Viſita tion had not ſpread ſo 
far! Would to God that our Caſe was nct ſo 
deſperate, and that gentler Remedies would 
effect a Cure! 

But as theſe are vain and idle Wiſhes; as 
that one Man, who has ſo long undermined 
the C——n, is now ready to ſet fire to his 
Train, and blow up all Obflruftichs; "Tis 
better that thar One Man ſhon!d die, than 4 
whole Nation ſb:uld per ſo. To take the Truſt 
of our Commerce out of the wreict ed Hands 
in which it has been fo long depoficed, to tur- 
nih the ſtarving Manufacturer with Bread. — 
To do Juſtice to the Hr Ap nt, and 
enable him to live. hor only agreeable to his 
high Rank, but the D,Rares of his own gene- 
rous Heart. To cut way thoſe per nicicus 
Suckers that encumber the Gr o weh, sud dra n 
the vital Sap; which ſhould give Strength and 
Vigour to the Fruits of Government; and to 
eaſe the People in general of that Load th: y 
are no longeriable to bear, is deiog out Buli- 
neſs but by Halves. 

Juſtice, 'ſo long oke del, fo of en diſap- 
poiored, muſt at engt have her Due: Tie 
public Guilt cannot be expiated wihou: a 
publis Sacrifice ; ard that one Man, who has 
been the Author of all our Evi's, mult be the 
Victim. 

Convinced as we are, that the Power of the

Hands, who but he can be accountable for 
the Abuſe of it? And, ſeparated from his 
Herd, diſarmed cf his Terrors, and deprived 
of his Support, as, upon exerting. our ſelves 
as we ought, I think we cannot fail to be;

vidence of any Kind, can long be wanting 
to prove his Life a legal Forfeit. 
It is ſaid in Holy Wii, Mine Eye Pall 
not pity, neither ſhall my Hand ſpare, Let our 
Conduct be ſuitable to that ſublime Authority. 
As Men, we may commilerate the Frailties 
and Misfortunes of our Fellow-Cteatures, but 
as L— rs, we ate: to hearden our Hearts 
againſt every relenting Thought, we are to 
act as tle Avengers of the public and to 
leave upon Record ſuch a Memorial of our 
Iaflexib'lity, rs may deter all M——rs from 
accumulating the like Guilt, if they would 
avoid the like Puniſhment. | j 
In order to which, we muſt not, weakly 
id effeminately, dwell on the Image of an 
almoſt omnipotent M , f. ling trom the 
Zenith of all worldly Greatneſs, and ſtrng- 
gling with the united Reſene ments of a whole 
People; but an over grown Co/offus of Power, 
ra4paciouſly, or fraudulently amazing together 
the Groth of the Soil, the Sweat of the La- 
bourer, the Art of the Mechanic, the Peril 
of the Mariner, and the Profi of the Mer— 
chan; and fervilely, wantonly, or Corruptly 
dividing the Spoil, among Paraſites, Wiſ⸗ 
pres, Informers, Proje&ors, and every other 
Sbecies of Tools. nnd Salves ! not ro mention 
the enormous Waſte of his own Prodiga-

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In this Light confider him, with his Foot 
on the Neck of the C— w —- th, ard 
then ask to whom Compaſſion is due ? The 
dear Land that gave you Birth, or the Mon- 
[er that not only meditates, but has almoſt 
accompliſhed its Ruin! FF; 
Neither, when we ſhave made this Offer- 
ing to Juſtice, is our Task at an End. If I 
may be allowed to borrow Images from An- 
tiquity, to trace Cacus to his Den, and de- 
troy him there, was one of the Toils of Her- 
cules; and to cleanſe the Augean Stable ano- 
ther: To purify this Realm for Corruption, 
is an. Attempt of the fame Kind w th the 
laſt. Let us ſet about it in earneſt then! 
Let us ſet about it without Delay / That the 
People may once more hope; that they may 
have the Conſolation of ſeeing the lopg pro- 
miſed Year of Jubile at Hand. | 
To accompliſh this, let all the public Of- 
ſices relating to, or depending on the Reve= 
nues, undergo a thorough Iufpefion ; - Let 
ſuch as appear ſuperfluous' be lopped off 
from the Eſtabliſhment without Mercy, Let 
all Sine-Cures, whether by Patent, or o- 
therwiſe, undergo the ſame Fate. In all 
Places where Deputies do the Duty for the 
Fees, and the principals receive the entire 
Salary for the ſole Trouble of writing their 
Names, let the faid Deputies be made the 
Principals; and Jet thoſe quondam Principals 
be conſidered as Drones, and driven out

Nation* ſuch enormous Sums, which has (ſerved 
only to ſer forth ridiculous Reviews, and pa- 
city the Fears of à bated R cy. Let 
hat uſeleſs, burthenſome, obnoxious Army 
be either bonourably employed or forthwith

Let the Navy be put under ſuch Regula- 
tions, that neither Ships of Force, or Ctui— 
zers, or Stores of any Kind, or an Eſta- 
bliſhment of Metineres may ever be wanting, 
either to protect our Trade, coyer our Own 
Coaſts, or inſult thoſe of the Enemy. 

Let thoſe Gentlzem:n who are moſt verſed 
in Buſinefs., t:ke the pa tonal Debt into their 
ſer ous Con ſideratian, and digeſt into a Scheme 
Ay molt probable Means of, effect ually, 
though gradually, delivering the People 
flom that alnoſt inſupportable Load: Bur 
then let them proceed on fuch Principles, as 
may. enable us to beftow ſome Relief on the 
preſent Age, as well as thoſe co come: In par- 
ticular, in eating the Taxcs laid on toe Ne- 
ceſſiries of Cite, ſuch as Coals, Candles, Soap, 
Salt, Leather, Cc. which not only diſtreſs 
both Vender 20d: Conſemer, bud render Las 
dear, and co ſequently put jt into the 
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Power of other Nations to fleal away our 
Commerce. | 

Let proper Meaſures be taken to open a 
. Market. for our Wool at Home, that the 
Grower may lay under no Temptation to 
exhort it, and that we may again thrive 
on the Indufiry of the Poor. as well as the 
Product of our Soil. 
Let two or more Auditors or Inſpectors 
be appointed by Authority of P——=r, and 
accountable to P=——t only, to examine the 
public Accounts annually; and, at the Open- 
ing of every S——0, give in 2 regular, cir- 


cumſtantial State thereof; together with a 


clear, well-digeited Abſtract of each, ſhewing 
the Receipts, Iſſues, Deficiencies, Surpluſes, 
Charges, and Encumbrances; that it may no 
more be in the Power of any fu:ure Mt 
to bubble the Nation for Want of proper 
Lights, and at the ſame Time, skreen his own 
Conduct from Dete&ion add Puniſhment : 
And that every Man in G — 3 ce, 
who contributes to the Exyence of G — tr, 
may have demonſtration that he is taxed no 
more than is ſttictly neceſſary; and that 
not a Farthing is diverted from the Purpoſes 
for which it was granted. 

We cannot, *tis true, nor do we defire to 
wiclt the Direction of foreign Affairs our of 
the Hands of the But ſo vague, fo con- 
fuſed, ſo fluctuating, ſo contradictory, fo de- 
timental, have proved our late N-g — ns 
at every Court in Europe, that it is high Time 
they ſhould be formed into fume certain Syſtem, 
which might either reſtrain a raſk or ignorant 
„r from breaking the Bounds preſcri-

Power to do in a Remonſtrance, though we 
ought not, perhaps, to attempt it in a Law: 
And that nothing is more reaſonable or neceſſa- 
ry, appears from the Letters of the excellent 
Sir William Temple, who lamented the Want 
of ſome ſuch Syſtem long ago. | 
Even the Conſtitution itſelf, Gentlemen, 
applauded as it is, may have received certain 
' Shocks and Injuries, which it may be high 
Time to repair. Let us then begin with the 
Baſis, and inſpe& every Crack and Flaw to the 
very Roof; Whatever Age and Cuſtom have 
rendered venerable, let us preſerve: Whatever 
is weak and crazy, let us ſtrengthen and ſup- 
port; Whatever is over-loaded and top-heavy, 
let us lighten and relieve: Whatever is a Ter- 
rcr or a Nuſance, let us remove! Ever remem- 
bring, that *tis founded on the Rock of nrtural 
Regiit; that is cemented with the richeſt 
Blood of our nobleſt Forefathers; that it is 
fortified with Maguz Charts, Numbers of 
Times renewed and confirmed; and that it 
was meant to be rendered impregnable by the 
Revolution, and the AR of Settlement which 
followed it! 
Gentlemen, in the general, I have hitherto 
addreſſed myſelf to you on ſuch Principles and 
Concluſions, as are of moſt Importance, accor- 
ding to the Syſtems of modern Politicirns; viz, 
ſuch as tend only to relieve, or promote natio- 
nal tntegeſt, under the two great Heads of 
Wealth and Power. 1 
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But J am ſo far from adviſing you to ſtop 
here, No, as well as a growing Poverty, there 
is a growing Licentiouſneſs of Manners reign- 
ing among us. Arts and Sciences, though 


perhaps on the Decline, are not yet in Diſ- 


grace; but alaſs ! I greatly fear that Virtue is. 
Youth itſelf ſeems to be ſcarce innocent ; and 
in Age how ſeldom do we find a ſtanch Inte- 
grity ? Faſhion has rendered it ridiculous even 
in the Fair to bluſh ; and from habitual Vices, 


but too many of our Sex, find it almoſt im- 


poſſible. The Inſtances which occur daily, of 
the moſt ſacred Conſiderations : ſet to public 


Sale, and publicly juſtified, have helped to pro- 


pagate an univerſal Venality through the 
Kingdom. If a Price may be ſet on our Votes, 
our Conſciences, our Country, and our Reli- 
gion, What is it that Gold is not authoriſed to 
buy? Or who may not glory in having fold 
his Word, his Child, his Friend, or his Wife ? 

And if, which 1 believe impoſGble, our 
Hearts are grown ſo callous, as to ſtand in 
nerd of yet ſtronger Incentives, look up to 
that illuſtrious P——, who diſdaining all 
private Conſiderations, rejectino all ſeducing 
Offers, inſenfible of all private Diſtreſſes, 
embarks his All in che Cauſe of the Com- 
menwealth; imploring that according to his 
Integrity, He and his way proſper, aud take 
Fire at the matchleſs Example“ 
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
